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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments presented in the July 27th 
response have been fully considered. The examiner has found applicant's arguments unpersuasive and respectfully traverses applicant's 
arguments. The examiner notes that the current claims fail to present any new limitations that would change the scope of the claims such 
that the claimed subject matter would be different in scope from the subject matter that was judged to be unpatentable by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences. The examiner notes that the current claim language includes all of the limitations that the BPAI decision 
of August 12th 2005 has determined to be unpatentable. The examiner cannot render a patentability determination that over rules a 
patentability determination of the BPAI. The rejection presented in the previous Final Office Action mailed on February 27th 2006 reflects, 
both in scope and the prior art references applied, the same rejections that were presented to the BPAI and then ruled to be unpatentable 
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
